He moſt conſiderable Tryal this Wedneſday fore: noon , 
was of a Woman for Murthering her Baſtard Child ; a 
Crime in it ſelf © horrid and unnatural, as ofie would 
think no perſon, eſpetiflly of that Sex,' which is counted 
the moſt tender-hearted'and merciful , could be guilty of 

ſuch an inhumane Impiety ; and yer'there is aothing more frequent ;' 

notwithſtanding the daily examples of puniſhmenrby death inflicted up- 

on them ; for I'do not'remember any Seſſions for theſe half dozen years 

laſt paſt, "wherein there hach not been, at leaſt one, if not more Tryed 
for this Bloody: Crime, -'The preſeqr Priſoner. was Servant” to a 'Gentle-" 
woman of good worth', 'and' 'had behaved her (If with that diligence 
and modeſty, that: ſhe had gained much upon the Aﬀetions _ ho 
opinion of the Family.; ſo'that they had no miſtruſt of her 5 |

though ſhe could, not politively affirm that ſhe had gone her fall time,

A > Men Deen an gldC os though but a young man, 
was Tryed on two Indjftments , far ſte: ing of ,ſeyeral W: hes”, hoth 
pickt out of the Proſecutors Pockets ; and to aggravate his Crime, one 
of them was ſtoln in the Savoy Church: being taken upon ſuſpition , 
and his Lodgings ſearcht, there were found a great number of Watches, 
about eighteen, ghd amongſt themheſe two, which were gaw,owned : 
though © the Wutnelies could jor rect Syear he was the man that 
robt#d them, yet being tak#n from their perſons, and found in his cuſto- 
dy, who was ngt able to give any good acggunt how he came by them , 
but onely a frivolqus allegation, that he bought ane of them of a fel- 
low that appeared to be hang'd laſt Seſſions, and the other of he knew 
not whom 5 he was found guilty on both Indiqmenss. 

"A verylittle Girl was Arraigned for eas Money-Box,and there- 
ig three pound and odd money, out of a Chandlers ſhop, whilſt they 
were at Dinner : ſhe had often frequented the place far Alms , and the 
good man had ſeveral times relieved her ; and ance before ſhe bad taken 
away a Box and Farthings, as ſince ſhe confeſt, though then not ſuſ- 
petted; but now they very quickly mifling their Money, purſued, found 
her out not far off, and charging her very ſharply, made her confeſs the 
' Theft , and acquaint them that head thrown the Box over a wall, 

and hid the money in a piece of Leather under a ftone by a Pump, where 

they found it : but ſhe being a.Child, aad, as ſhe laid , not above eight 
years old, and, by her allegations, there being ſome. reaſon to ſuſpe& 
that ſhe did it by the wieked inſtigation of her Parents, in pitty to her 
tender age, as not having any Felonious intent, ſhe was favoured jo far, 
as not to be found guilty of the Indictocnt.. = 
So likewiſe two Boys, that by ſtealing a Gentlemags key from g Bed- 
maker with whom they went to Schogl, gat jnto his Chamber in an Inn 
of Chancery , and breaking his ſtudy , ſtole thence fix pound and odd 
money, and two Rings , and fo run two orthree miles aut of Town, 
where ater ſome time they were taken, and ane af the Rings, and forty 
Hlings of _ rhe Money, the reſt thereof being ſpent, and one Ring as 
they ſaid Joſt : It appearipg that ondly one of them did the Fat,though 
the other had ſhare in, ſpending the Money , the. firſt was fauad guilty, 
and the other acquitted. Itbeing a moſt fad Sbjel, to ſee Children fo 
x90 , ſo vitioullyjadlined, as to attempt ſuch wickedach. "i

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Gentlemens Coaches , he going to give way, the Child being on the - 
other {tde, unſeen by him, hapned to be beat down, and run over by 
the farther wheel : All which Circumſtances: being proved by. perſons 
ot credit that ſaw the ACtioa , and declared that they verily believed 
it was purely an involuntary Accideat,and not by any.default of the Pri- 
ſoger, he was cleared. | . | | 

Next was a Young man, by Trade aa Inſtrument-maker, Tryed for 
firing of New-Priſop, lately burat down: To which Priſon he had 
been Committed for a Recuſagt, but got out upon Bay]. There was 
a Witneſs which occaſioned the Suſpicton, that teſtified, That the day 
before the hire, the Priſoner ask'd him 1f he had a minde to earn 50 5. 
To which he coaſenting, if 1n an honeſt way, the Priſoner refuſed to 
tell him for what ſervice, unleſs he wauld promiſe him ablolutely to 
do it, and fo they parted ; but firſt the Priſoner told him, If he would 
earn it, he ſhould ſee fine ſport ig New-priſor before the next day 
7a Clock; before which time the ſaid Priſgn was burgt. There 
were ſome other Witnejles, but not dired ro the purpoſe z and the 
Priſoner proving, that the ſame Night he was out of Town; upon a 
full diſquiſition of the whole matter, he was* found nat Guilty. 

After this was a notable Tryal of two perſous for Coyning ; they 
were by trade Watch-makers, and one of them lately dwelt in the 
Old-Bayly; but together with another of their Gang not yet taken, 
they had hired Rooms at a Houſe by Bux-hill-fields, where they drove 
their miſchievous Trade. Having paid their Landlady ſome of their 
counterfeit Money, ſhe ſent out a Boy with a new-mill'd Half-crown, 
to buy ſome Nutmegs. The Grocer's Apprentice by the lightneſs 
ſuſpected it to be naught, and took advice on it, who'concurr'd in 
the ſame opinion 5 and ſeeing it fo very freſh and newly done, cut it, 
and found it to be Braſs, but exquiſitely plated over, allowing not 
above three pennyworth of Silver to a piece. Hereupon they took 
the name of the perſon from whom the Boy ſaid he came, and 
gave notice: But the Artiſts underſtanding there was ſome noiſe 
abroad of it, fled with the greateſt part of their Tools, before the 
Houſe came to be ſearcht. However., notice being given in the 
Gazette, one was ſoon after taken 1n Briſtol, and the other in Londox. 
Their Landlord and Landlady both ſwore they had ſeen them: at 
work, and ſeveral of their Mill'd-pieces were produced in Court, moſt 
artificially contrived, having their Mills to do it exatly. They made 
ſome (light defence 5 but upon ſuch plain Evidence of the Fat, were 
found Guilty of the Treaſon, | | £5 

A Young man was likewiſe Convicted for ſtealing a Nag out of the 
Grounds near Nottingham, and coming riding up towards Londox, in 
Middleſex his Horſe wanted ſhoeing z where the Smith obſerving that 
he came a different Way from the Road which he pretended, and 
other circumſtances, miſtruſted that he had ſtola the Gelding ;z and ]. 
queſtioning him, . he at firſt endeavoured to make an eſcape; bur be- 
ing taken, confeſs'd that he took him up near the place aforeſaid 4 
Whither notice being ſent, the Owners Son came now and gave Evi- 
defice againſt him, on which he was found guilty.

Clark, the Boy tor firing the Houſc 1n the M;- 
wories, after various and contrary Tales, being now again brought to the Bur, was or- 
dercd to fiand in the Pillory , with an Iofcriprion to chis purpoſe, — JT am the 
Rogue that would have Fired my MViltrefles Houſe and all the City. 
Tnete were oft Common Ottenders, Nine in all Condemncd , wherect two tor Trea- 
 (:n, for Coyning of Money, Nine burnt in the Hand, Five to be Tran(ported, and Six 
whipt. Bat ordinary Criminals are now (carce worth the notice of any but the Hang- 
man, when we have ſo many Rogues of Note, and Villanies of Quality —— 


On Friday came on Sir George Wakeman , Mr. Corker, Provincial 
of the BenediFine Monks, Mr. KRxmley, and Mr. Marſhal. They 
were all Arraigned in one Indiftment, For Conſpiring the Death of the 
KING, @c. The Evidence againſt them ſeem'd to be ſomewhat 
plain ," That Sir George was to have Fifteen Thouſand pounds for the 
Poyſoning the KING, Againſt the others, there were other things 
proved : but as to Circumſtances, I muft refer to the- Conſciences of 
thoſe concerned, the Priſoners were Acquitted.
